SHERMAN READY, 


Will Attack President Cleve- 


land's Financial Ideas. 


DORS SOT Till Mi SEC'Y CAR- 


LISLE'S KKI'OHT WILL SUS- 


TAIN THE PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Senator Sher- 


man is preparing to answer the financial 
part of the president's message. He will 
not speak until aftur he has had an oppor- 
tunity of digesting the report of the secre. 
tary of the treasury, which has not yet 
been sent to congress, and this may com- 
pel the Ohio senator to postpond his re- 
ply until after the holidays. Not only 
Mr. Sherman but other members of the 
finance committee have expressed their 
surprise and discontent at the delay in re- 
ceiving this report. 


*'This delay is something entirely unus- 


ual," said Mr. Sherman. "The law re- 
quires the report of the secretary of the 
treasury to be in at the opening of cpn- 
gress and wo are still without it." 


When it was suggested to Mr. Sherman 


that possibly Secretary Carlisle did not 
feel like releasing his report without hav- 
ing first submitted it to Pres. Cleveland, 
Mr. Sherman said: '-Very like'y that is 
true. I can hardly think that Mr. Carlisle 
will give the president's views that cordial 
endorsement that Mr. Cleveland would 
doubtless like. Mr. Carlisle has been in 
public life too long, as I believe, to be 
misled with the idea that the plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Cleveland will prove a cure- 
all for our ills. If the president does ig- 
nore it, I am sure Mr. Carlisle will see that 
the present tariff, with its non-capacity 
for producing revenue, has very much to 
do with the condition of the treasury.

sender Train This After- 


noon. 


HIS DEATH WAS 
INSTANTANEOUS. 


His Son Drove IJpon the Track In Front 


of a Passenger Train. The Boy Not 


Hurt. 
Details of the Ac- 


cident. 


Ralph Martin was instantly killed at 


the Center street crossing at Adams this 
afternoon. 


Mr. Martin is a Savoy farmer and is 


blind. He was in a wagon with his son, a 
boy about fifteen years old, driving north. 
On the Centre street bridge the Martins 
were behind another tea.ni, which Flag- 
man Ingraham allowed to cross the track. 


The 2.22 train was coming in but the 


boy did not seem to be aware of that fact. 
When the vehicle in front had passed 
over the crossing, he started to follow but 
the flagman seized the bridle of the horse 
to prevent him. Just then the engineer 
tooted the danger signal, which alarmed 
the animal, and Mr. Ingwham 
was 


obliged to loose his hold. 


Young Martin seemed to have lo?t his 


wits and could only pull upon the horse. 
The animal was across the raila and stop- 
ped just as the wagon was in the center. 


The engine struck it squarely and when 


the train had passed and a huge crowd 
gathered, what they saw was Mr. Martin 
lying against a fence near Goldberg's shoe 
store, the boy picking himself uj> and the 
wagon scattered all over the road in little 
pieces ; and potatoes, of which there were 
several bushel in the wagon, lying all 
around. 


Drs. Thomas Riley and A. J. Bond were 


upon the ecene in a few minutes ami pro- 
nounced Mr. Martin dead. His boy was not 
injured at all nnd teemed unable to real- 
ize what had happened. 


Mr. Martin's age is about fifty years. 


He did not appear to have been badly 
mutilated as he lay before the medical 
examiner's arrival. A little blood ahout 
the head was the only sign of mangling.

Young Senators Argue For an

Assignments of

Completed by Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, I)oc. 13. — Ex-Speaker 


Grow (Rep., Pa.) raadu a long speech in 
the house yesterday ot almost an hour on 
the portion of UK: president's message refer- 
ring to the tariff, in which he compared 
the old protective tariff laws with the new 
customs law. He said that the new tariff 
law had produced a deficiency of $131,000,- 
000, while under protection measures from 
1880 to 1898 the revenues had exceeded the 
expenditures by J1,U10,000,000. He attrib- 
uted the depletion of the gold reserve to 
tho payment of current deficiencies out of 
the reserve, and maintained that tho 
greenbacks would not menace the reserve 
if there was sufficient* revenue. It being 
apparent tfiat Secretary Carlisle's report 
would not be ready this week, the house 
adjourned over until Monday. 


Representative McEwen of New Jersey 


presented a petition of Alfred S. Franklin 
of West Hoboken, N. .!., asking congress 
to assist, liim inobtuining justice and quell- 
ing corruption, which ho charges exists 
In government offices. He makes charges 
of iiegligeiv;^ against Mr. Stump, the 
commission™ of immigr.iiion, and other 
officials ottho immigration office on Ellis 
island; against United States District At- 
torney 
Wallace 
McFarlau, and also 


charges Kovcllo, Ewor & Co. of New 
York with violating the alieu contract 
labor law. 


Tho proceedings of the senate were more 


varied than interesting. 
They covered 


the en tiro range of legislation from the 
introduction of the petitions, bills, etc., to 
the passage of bills, including two fornial 
addresses, A bill extending the Chicago 
port of entry so ag to cover the state oE 
Illinois reuoivod the ilual endorsement of 
the senate. 
Having already passed the 


house, the bill probably will be the first 
bill of th« Fifty-fourth congress to become 
a law. 


Almost, an hour of the session was de- 


voted to listening to a speech by Senator 
Peffer in advocacy of his bill curtailing 
the expenses incurred in congressional 
funerals, and providing tiiat a sergeant-at- 
nrms shall take the place of the commit- 
tees now sent out by the two houses as 
escorts to their homes of the remains of 
the deceased members. 


Senate ChHlrmanshlpi. 


Members of the Republican caucus com-" 


mittee of the senate have been engaged in 
conferences with other members of the 
senate in an effort to assure themselves that 
the assignments of committee chairman- 
ships which they have made will provo 
satisfactory when the list shall be pre- 
sented to the caucus. 


The committee has practically com- 


pleted this branch o' its work, and the 
members feel, after conferring with their 
colleagues, the allotments they have made 
will be acceptable to the Republican sena- 
tors. The committee has had difficulty in 
finding a suitable and acceptable chair- 
manship for Senator Slnup, but have now 
solved the problem by assigning him to 
the committee on education and labor, of 
which Senator Kyle (Pop.) is chairman. 
This arrangement will permit the ar- 
rangement heretofore made, placing Sen- 
ator Gallinger at the head of the pensions 
committee. It is quito definitely settled 
thill Senator Platt shall head the commit- 
tee on patents and Senator Burrows ou re- 
vision of the laws. 
. The committee will devote the rest of 
the week to the consideration of the 
make-up of bodies of the committees, and 
hope now to be able to report to the full 
caucus ou Monday. Considerable wurk 
In this line has already been accomplished, 
and it maybe stated that the full majority 
representation in three or four principal 
committees has been decided upou. This 
places Senators Davis and Thurston on 
judiciary, Cameron and Lodge ou foreign 
relations, Platt and Woleott on finance. 


The younger element of the Republican 


senators are now pressing upon their col- 
leagues the importance of organization of 
the Donate before the Christmas holidays 
for the 
effect which, they argue, the 


prompt action will have upon the coun- 
try. They begun thoir crusade jesterdav, 
and are of the opinion that tho caucus 
committee are sufficiently convinced if 
the soundness of the argument to hasten 
matters as much as possible.

Judgo Wallace ruled that in a third In- 


dictment, found two years apo, on which 
no bail had been required. fSOOO additional 
would bo added. Judge Follows objected 
to this, and set forth that not. having pre- 
vious knowledge of such requirement, it 
would be impossible to raise the sum at 
once; that this indictment was practically 
tho same as the other two, only it jointly 
named C. F. Morrill and Dr. Moore, while 
the other two were against Moore individ- 
ually.

He nnmed J. C. Bickford, clerk of the 
Manchester police court, and the court 
suggested the names of Jailer Wadsworth 
nnd Judge Heath of Manchester.

Fellows was quite sure ot securing bail 
for Dr. Moore today or tomorrow, 


Tho court said that during recess he had 


talked with County Solicitor Tuttle over 
the telephone. As a result of such con- 
versation Jie would declare the previous 
bonds given by Mebsrs. Sullivan and 
Upton ou the body of Joseph C. Moore with- 
drawn, and that the defendant be re- 
manded into custody. He fixed the bonds 
on two indictments, alleging Misappro- 
priation of funds from a list of institu- 
tions named therein, at $5000 each, as be- 
fore, and on tho third indistment, to 
which Dr. Moore was asked to plead, 
which he did, "not (ruilty," he placed ad- 
tlitianal 4jonds of $5000, or a total of $15,- 
000 Then Judge Wallace committed the 
defendant to jail, and named Judge Heath 
and Clerk Biukford as joint commission- 
ers to receive bail. 


Counsel asked that Dr. Moore be al- 


lowed to go to his office in charge of tho 
sheriffs, as it would be far better for him 
to continue his work; thus he would not 
injure himself and innocent partlas would 
not suffer.

Morrill, will return to 
Manchester and turn state's evidence, tell- 
ing the inside history of the collapse of 
the Commonwealth and Dorryfleld banks 
and the People's Fire Insurance company. 
There is considerable excitement over tho 
rumors, and if they prove to bo true, sumo 
sensational developments are likely to be 
made.
